iYKNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  I/IEDIC/J.  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ELIDING  51st  DECEIVER,  1947, 


Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  horei'n.th  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1947. 

In  J\2nG,  1947  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  Doyle)  took  up  his 
duties  as  Deputy  County  Medicc.l  Officer  ■'vith  the  Devon  County  Council. 

In  consequenc®  Dr.  Mackenzie-i'intle  v/as  appointed  as  temporary  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  v/hich  office  he  held  until  October  20th,  1947,  vihen 
your  present  Medical  Officer  of  Health  commenced  duties  in  the  St. 

Thomas  Rural  District. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  health  of  the 
^'Community  remained  satisfactory  and  with  the  exception  of  a  rather  hi^ 
incidence  of  measles  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  no  serious 
outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  occurred.  In  considering  the  statistics 
relative  to  infectious  diseases  it  should  be  realised  that  there  are  two 
large  Institutions,  viz.  the  Devon  Mental  Hospital,  Exminster  and  the 
L''estern  Counties  Institution,  Staroross  at  v/hich  diseases  such  as 
pneumonia,  dysentery,  are  particularly  likely  to  arise. 

Excluding  the  three  Institutional  non-immunised  cases  of  Diphtheria 
Virhich  occurred  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  other  cases  of  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  District,  this  being  due  in  great  part  to  the  energetic 
manner  vmth  which  the  District  Council’s  and  the  County  Council’s 
immunisation  scheme  had  been  and  is  being  maintained. 

It  is  now  ten  years  since  you  have  ha.d  a  comprehensive  survey  of  the 
statistics  relative  to  your  District,  I  have  therefore  taken  this 
opportunity  of  summarising  the  facts  available  and  presenting  them  to  you 
in  this  Report. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  sympathetic 
help,  consideration  md  support  shovimi  to  me  at  all  times  by  your  Council 
and  to  thank  all  members  of  my  staff  for  the  lo^nl  and  conscientious 
'  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties.

It  v^ill  be  noted  that  the  rate  was  fairly  constant  from  1938  to  1943 
after  which  there  occurred  a  steady  rise  to  the  rate  of  17. 9  in  1947 
which  was  the  highest  for  the  last  tO  years.  That  rate  still  however 
falls  short  of  that  for  England  and  Wales  vfhich  was  20 .5.

During  the  yea  r  359  ( 1C2  mnles  177  females)  persons  normally 
resident  in  your  District  died,  which  represents  a  death  rate,  corrected 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  of  12,4,  a  rate  which  approximates  to 
that  for  England  and  Vfales  as  a  whole  (12,0),  The  most  prevalent  causes 
of  death  wore  heart  disease  (96  deaths),  cerebral  haemorrhage  (42  deaths) 
and  cancer  (61  deaths)  and  vrhich  accounted  for  more  than  half  of  the 
deaths ,

Except  for  the  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  measles, 
the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low  during  the  year.  All  the  cases 
of  dysentery  occurred  in  Devon  Bfental  Hospital,  Exminster  and  20  of  the 
33  cases  of  meui.nnia  also  occurred  in  Institutions,  A  minor  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  occurred  on  the  17th  July,  1947  at  Doddi s combs  1  ei gh  and 
affected  4  people.  The  cause  ivas  presumed  to  be  infected  water  cress. 

Of  the  3  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  1  occurred  at  Poltimoro  and  2  at 
Tops  ham,  5  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  occurred,  viz :

Althoii,p  103  cases  of  V^hooping  Cough  were  notified  it  is  not  considered 
tliat  this  represents  an  acciirate  picture  of  the  incidence  owing  to  the 
great  difficulty  in  diagnosing  milk  cases  and  the  fact  that  irany  parents 
do  not  consult  their  doctors  in  the  mild  attacks. 

13 .  SCARU]^  FIVER 

TvTOnty  one  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  the  District  and  were  of 
a  mild  type.  The  cases  were  sporadic  and  no  generalised  outbreaks  occurred. 
Because  of  difficulties  in  home  nursing  seven  were  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Vvhipton. 

14.  DIPHTHERIA 

Three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year  but  occurred 
in  persons  who  had  not  been  irrmunised  and  were  resident  in  one  of  the 
large  Institutions.  The  fact  that  no  cases  of  this  disease,  other  than  the 
three  cases  noted  above,  occurred  in  your  District  during  1947  reflects 
great',  credit  on  the  energetic  and  thorou^  manner  with  which  the 
immunisa.tion  of  school  children  and  pre-school  children  has  been  carried 
out  in  your  District  by  my  predecessors  and  the  general  .practitioners. 

At  this  junction  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help 
given  by  the  Health  Visitors,  District  Nurses,  and  particularly  the  School 
Teachers  who  have  done  so  much  to  help  to  make  the  scheme  a  success.
